Reached Marian Czarnecki, Staff Director of 

his office this afternoon to inform him 
directly of our desire to get with the Committee at an early date to cover 
the reports required by the recent Foreign Assistance Act amendments. 

I said the Director would like a preliminary meeting with Chairman Morgan 
however. Czarnecki said he would check the Chairman's schedule and be 
back in touch. 


I also asked Czarnecki what he thought the position of the majority 
of their members would be on the subject of a select committee. He said 
it was his feeling that although Representative Zablocki has urged establish- 
ment of a joint committee for many years, that since they now have "a piece 
of the action" they would oppose any proposal for a special or select 


committee on intelligence.

I also mentioned that most of the people on the Armed Services Committee feel 


they can defeat the Harrington proposal in the caucus.

of Staff, I talked to Jack Brady, of the

has signed and sent to the Director his findings as required under the Act. 
At the appropriate time, the Director can get together with the Chairman. 
Unfortunately the Director will be scheduled almost solidly for the next two 
weeks with hearings on the domestic activities allegations. I said he would 
like to get together with the Chairman and discuss how they are going to 
handle it. I just wanted to let them know we've made progress on the thing 
and that perhaps I- could get together with Czarnecki at the beginning of the 
week and we; could get our bosses together.

I said the Director wanted the Chairman to have a copy--on a confidential basis, 
Braswell said the Chairman had read the two papers we sent him today, 
"International Oil Market is Forecast" and "Soviet Defense Costs Exceed 
U. S. Defense Outlays. " Braswell said he would like to see the whole text of 
the Soviet defense paper, adding that papers like this always surface at budget 
time. He said the paper looked like an excerpt from a lot of things and he 
would like to see all of the analysis. He said the Chairman Is very interested 
in the oil problem and would like a listing of things that would be helpful. 

Braswell said the Committee is meeting in executive session tomorrow 
at 3:00 p.m. to go over all the matters concerning the upcoming hearings. 

Braswell asked what is going on concerning the President's pushing a 
joint committee bill. I said that the President is concerned about proliferation 
of sensitive information. 'Braswell said it depends on who he cooperates with. 
Those who want a joint committee are not out to help us and we better find 
out what the motives are.
